SERIOUS TROUBLE FEARED, 


The Joliet Quarrymen’s Strike—Miners De- 
mand More Pay. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DIsPATOCR. 

Jour, III., June 19.—Nearly two hundred 
men in Sanger & Moody's quarry, between 
Joliet ana Lockport, struck Tuesday. They 
were getting $1.75 a day, but demand 82 a day. 


They marcned in a body to the yards of the 
Joliet Stone Co. and forced twenty-five of the 
men employed there to quit, the others refus- 
ing to go out. From this point they marched 
to the Chieago & Joliet Quarry in this city, 
forcing all the men there te quit work. A 
few rods further the strikers were en- 
gaged in driving Wenberg’s men out 
when Sheriff Huston and a posse ap- 
peared in sight. Aftersome hard work nine 
ring- leaders were arrested and lodged in jail, 
their companions swearing they would res- 
cue them. The strikers promised they would 
retura to Joliet to-day toforce the men in all 
the quarries to etop work and fears are enter- 
tained that there will bea good deal ot tron- 
ble. Asthere are about two thousand men 
employed in the Joliet quarries, Sheriff Hus- 
ton feels that it is necessary t ocrush the dem- 
onustration before it gets too great a head and 
will consequently send deputies to the g uar- 
ries nearest Sanger & Moody’s this morring 
to protect the works and workmen. 


Calumet Miners Strike. 


CALUMET, Mich., June 19.—The men em- 
ployed in the mines here made a formal de- 
mand on Assistant Superintendent Watson 
for a ten per cent increase in wages. Upon 


examination of the books it was found that 
the miners’ wages forthe last month averaged 
over $5 per month. Mr. Watson said the 
wages were under advisement, and there 
would be no difficulty in arranging some such 
advance when the Superintendent, who 
has gone to Arigona, returned. This 
satisfied the miners, and they promised 
to go to work, but the trammers were still 
dissatisfied and refused to gotowork. Last 
night the men were determined, and say that 
they will hola out tili the end. The Calumet 
and Hecla men are in sympathy with the 
strikers, and it looks now as if there might be 
a great strike of 2,000 to 4,000 men.

the transferable membership proposition 
which they were in favor of as evinced by the 
vote the next year because unable or unwill- 
ing to separate that from the proposition to 
purchase. ; 

The passage of the transferable member- 
ship rule in 1881 — ina large surplus 
fund, which has steadily increased by adding 
interest to principal, and as all propositions 
to divide or deplete this fund bave been 
steadily voted down, it is fairly the expres- 
sion of members to hold the fund toward ac- 
quiring a permanent home for the Exchange 
which it willown.

dent Green of the Connecticut Mutual, which 
company Owns more than half the bonds, 
met the Board of Directors and this commit- 
tee, and the prospective value of the property 
was fully discussed, and the negotiation con- 
tinued to give him timeto consult his direct- 
ore at Hartford, when, after a delay of over a 
month, the reply wasthat their bonds were 
not for sale at lees than par. 

IN THE MEANTIME, 

while itis well known to owners of central 
real estate that the Exchange is open to buy 
an eligible site fora new building at such fair 
price as should command the votes of three- 
fourths of our members, no offer has been 
made, nor any attempt of two or more owa 
ers of such parceis to consolidate to offer a 
lot of sufficient size, which brings us back to 
the Planters’ House as the only halt block 
open to possible reasonabie purchase within 
suitable limits as to location, and we ask that 
by the required three-fourths vote you will 
authorize your directors to buy if they can 
for $800,000, or less, A is for 
the best interest of the Exchange. 
Since the matter was voted on at $860,000 the 
hotel bas been Vacated and the rental value 
reduced to some extent, but on the other 
hand central real estate has advanced. The 
corner of Seventh and Chestnut, which one 
of our committee suggested as suitable, 
though too small by haif, which sold last year 
for $90,000, resold recently for $130,000. 
Then we were offered the Planters House for 
$860,000. Now we want to offer $60,000 less 
the only assurance that it would be accepted 
being that the largest owners of the stock are 
of our oldest families, own largely of other 
property which would be benfſdted by such 
an improvement as wecould make, and that 
they have a native pride in the progress and 
prosperity of St. Louis. 

As to probable income from the property 
during the interval of about three or four 

ears, untilit would be necessary to begin

In this matter we appeal to members 
to discard prejudice, if any exists, and to 
consider it carefully for themselves. 

Wetherefore recommend the purchase of 
the Planters’ House site as not only the most 
desirabie thatcan be bought, but in every 
respect best adapted to the wants of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange. The lot is 230 feet front on 
Fourth street, 125 feet deep cach on Chestnut 
and Pine streets to a private alley 92 ‘feet 
wide, which les 2 part ot the

The Senate. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 19.—The follow- 
ing Senate bills were reported and placed on 
the calendar: To enable the Seoretary 
of the Interior te 7 out an 
act for the relief an civilization 
of «the Chippewa Indians of Minnesota; 
to adopt regulations for preventing collisions 
at sea; to authorize corporations to become 
surety in certain cases in the courts of the 
United States; also (adversely) Senate bill to 
make the Lake Borgne outlet and improve the 
lower water channel of the Mississipp! River, 
(indefinitely postponed). 

The following bills were reported and 
passed: House bill to extend for one year the 
time for the commencement and construction 
of a bridge over the Missouri! River near Kansas 
Oity, Kan. 

Mr. Quay’s resolution offered, forbidding 
the Sergeant-at-Arms to remove any of bis 
subordinates before the ist of July without 
consent of the Senate, was taken up.

CHIEFS OF THE KITCHEN ORGANIZE FOR 
UNITED EFFORT. 


They De Not Fear Any Serieus Opposition te 
Their Preposed Demand fer an Increase 
—The Teamsters’ Strike — Meetings of 

Various Labor Organizations—The Walt - 
ers Securing the Terms Demanded. 


HE cooks of St. 

Louis will organize

Labor Union. This 

step has been con- 

templated for some 

time. Word bas 

been sent to the 

cooks in all the 

different hotels and restaurants, and it is ex- 

pected that about one hundred will be present 

at to-night’s meeting. They will make ar- 

rangements for a permanent organization 

and will atonce apply for a charter from the 

American Federation of Labor. The union 

will be formed for the purpose of strengthen- 

ing themselves as a lass, but with the prime 

object of making am application for a raise in 
wages. 

In view of the action taken by the hotels and 
restaurants, in connection with the request for 
a raise of wages by the waiters, the cooks do 
not anticipate any serious obstacles in the 
way of securing any reasonable increase 
which they will ask. 

THE WAITERS WII. 

It was arousing meeting which was held by 
the waiters in Labor Halil last evening. About 
250 were present and s large amount of dus 
ness was transacted. Forty-seven recruits 
were mustered into the ranks with 


their white-jacketed brethren, and the new 
contingent was greeted with cheers dy the 
assem biage. 

The Grievance Committee made its report as 
follows: Eight restaurants and four hotels 
had been cailed on and had granted the in- 
crease. Those called om were the Delmonico, 
Commercial, Famous and National restau- 
rants, all oft which granted the increase in 


pay. 

The initiation fee was raised from 25 cents to 
$1 by a popular vote. 

One member stated that the manager of the 
Commercial Restaurant had instructed the 
walters employed thereto all jointhe union 
or look for work elsewhere. his announce- 
ment was greeted with cheers. 

There is really no fight over the adoption of 
the increase in the scale of wages by the pro- 
prietors as everyone who has been approach- 
edsofar has acceded tothe demand. The 
grievance committee will continue calling on 
the restaurants until all have been seen and 
have granted the increase in wages. 

THE TEAMSTERS SUCCESSFUL. 

The teamsters employed bythe St. Louis 
Transfer Co., tothe number of almost two 
hundred refused togo to work yesterday 
morning until a demand fora raise from 
per month to $50 hed been granted 
them. The company’s directors held

All others, if of any considerabie size, 
co under the title of ‘‘fancy berries. 

The Sharpless is justly pepular with con- 
sumers because of ite large size and'sweetuess 
It is distinguished by its light color, large, ix. 
regular size, and in most cases a green tip. It 
is superior to any other berry that can be 
found in large su ply. in our city markets. It 
is seldom shipped. New York Oity from any 
point farther south tham Delaware. There 
are other berries belonging to this sweet class. 
Their similarity of appearance will enable you 
to distinguish them.

HARVARD COLLEGE OOURSE. 


The Question of BShertening It te be Con- 
sidered Soon. 


Boston, Mass., June 19.—The question of 
shortening tbe course of Harvard College will 
be brought up for discussion at the next 
meeting of Overseers. In a general way the 
proposition has been made public, but in such 
garbied form as not clearly to state the 
methods of shortening the course. which the 
faculty sete forth asfollows: That the num- 


ber of courses required for the degress of 
bachelor of arta be sixteenjthat when a stu- 
‘Gent enters college there shall be placed 
to his credit towards satisfying the require- 
ment of sixteen courses, (1) advanced 
stadies on which be has passed in his admis- 
sion examination beyond the number required 
‘for admission, and (2) any other college 
studies which he has anticipated; that a stu- 
dent may be recommended for the degree in 
the middie as well as at the end of the 
academic year. 

In case the measures proposed should be 
adopted it is the purpose of the faculty to en- 
courage the anticipation of college studies by 
students at the time of their ‘admission and to 
facilitate the attainment of degree of bachelor 
of arts in less than four years. The faculty 
further proposes to advise parents and teach- 
ere that 18 years isa sultable age for entering 
Harvard College.

In 1872 the building was modernized 
somewhatand the mansard roof added to it 
and the name changed once more. Since 
then the place bas been called the St. James 
Hotel, and the property is now under @ lease 
to Thomas P. Miller, having yet two and a 


alf years to run, for an annual consideration 
of $4,500, in addition to repairs. 

Mr. Spaulding, owner of the Olympic Thea- 
ter, adjoining the St. James on the south, 
previously owned 128 feet front on Broadway, 
In that block; a frontage of 1 feet on Wal- 
nut, and 78 feet front on Him street, all in the 
same block, and he also owns the People’s 
Theater, on the southwest corner of Seventh 
and Walnut, which Mr. Short purchased 
for him enily about a year ago for 
$67,000. These various properties give him 
large interests in that part of the city, in the 
future development of which Mr. Spaulding 
has long since had an unbounded faith. He 
has long since wanted the corner of Broadway 
and Wainut, as it was the key to his most val- 
unable possessions in that section, and for that 
reason the place is probably worth more to 
him than any one else. Mr. Short says it is 
Mr. Spaulding's intention to improve the 
corner, but that he will do nothing 
toward rebuilding untill Mr. Thomas P. Mil- 
ler’s lease expires. Mr. Chas. Torner says 
the property was very cheap at the price it 
was purchased for, but the owners and rep- 
resentatives of the Williams estate were anx- 
ious to sell and agreed to take $85,000 for the 
property, and although he.bas only had the 

ency of it for about two weeks he found 
them a buyer at their figures. 

It has only been about two months since the 
northeast corner of Broadway and Walnut, 
with practically no improvements, was pur- 
chased at $1,000 a foot by Gus Nieman. De- 
cember 30 last the southeast corner of Elm, 
116x130 feet, was bought for $10,000 by A. 
Busch, and the l0th of March a year ago 
Meyer Bros. paid $30,000 for 52%x127 feet at 
the northeast corner of Olark avenue, 
where the buiidings had te be torn 
away. In March, 1888, the southeast 
corner Of Market, 75x112, with the bulldisgs 
thereon, were bought at commissioner’s sale 
for $110,600 by E. C. Becker, from allof which 
it is apparent in the light of more recent pur- 
chases that property in that locality is in- 
creasing in value as fast as could reasonably 
and safely be expected.

DEPEW AND THE LAWYERS. 


The Orator’s Eloquent Tribute te the Legal 
Profession. 
Pr Telegraph to the PORT-DISPATCH. 

ALBary, . T., Jane 19.—Chauncey M. De- 
pew spoke a good word forthe lawyers yes - 
terday. Disregarding the advice of his physi- 
clan he risked his bealth to attend the closing 
exercises of the fortiéth term of the Albany 
Law School, and the thirty-seven young men 
who received their diplomas had the pleasure 
of hearing his masterly address. The exer- 
cises were held in Harmus Bleecker Hall, 
which contained nearly 3, 000 people, includ- 
ing some of the leading jurists of the State. 
Mr. Depew, in his introduction, paid an elo- 
quent tribute to the legal profession, golng 
back to the framing of Magna Charta. Coming 
to the questions of the day, he said: 

»The present situation is a surprising com- 
mentary upon the worthlessness of deduction 
drawn from historical paraleils in predicting 
similar results upon the happening of like 
conditions to the American people. The 
more profound and philosophic the minds, 
the wider bave they missed the mark. The 
fathers of the Republic apprebended the most 
frightful consequences from a mere sugges- 
tion of existing facts. Webster, speaking at 
a time when there were not three men in the 
country worth $1,000,000 and not one worth 
$5,000,000, and when corporations were prac- 
tically unknown, prophesied that in the con- 
ditions as they exist in the United 
States to-day there would be either a 
restriction of suffrage or the destruction of 
property rights. Macaulay believed that the 
great mass of voters would be reduced to 
poverty which would leave them without a 
dinver and unable to find a breakfast, and 
that with no army to maintain order they 
would murder the rich and divide their es- 
tates. While those fears were groundless, 
nevertheless the restlessness of labor and its 
consolidation into powerful organizations, 
occasional riots displaying the flercest pas- 
sions and most destructive spirit and spasms 
of legisiative fury against corporate invest- 
ments indicate discontents ana dangers which 
it is folly to ignore and 

CRIMINAL TO NEGLECT. 

They show further that public spirited and 
successful men and honestcorporations suffer 
from a keen sense of wrong against those who 
have acquired fortunes by violence or by 
fraud, or by the companies who have unjustly 
or tyrannically misused thelr franchises, 
Universal suffrage, which, with the increase 
of wealth, boded only evil to the imagin- 
ation of the early patriot, is now 
demonstrated to be the security of 
society. Laws and not men are our gov- 
ernors. The people make the laws and re- 
spect and enforce their creations, but the 
stability of order depends upon the intel- 
ligence of the voters.’ 

Speaking of the obligations of the profession 
he said: ‘‘The profession, by its training, ob- 
ligations and opportunities, becomes charged 
with the grandest public responsibilities. 
The judges of the most powerful of the three 
heads of our Government are drawn exclu- 
sively from its ranks, but tne special fitness 
and official character of its members have 
given them a tential voice inthe executive 
and legislative as well asthe judicial admin- 
istration of the Republic. Nineteen of the 
twenty-three Presidents of the United States 
have been lawyers, and for eighty-two of the 
100 years of our esidency, the office has 
been filled by amember of the profession. 
Under these conditions the char- 
acter and equipment of those who 
are admitted become of supreme pubile im- 
portance. So long as the American demoo- 
racy believes that its courts are learned, fear- 
less and incorruptible, the people are them- 
selves the — 7 army which upholds their 
judgments and enforces theirdecrees. As the 
country increases in population, in wealth, 
in crowded communities, in vast combina- 
tions of labor and capital, in the elements in 
which any disintegration of society from 
wrongs or corruption come together for the 
overthrow of existing institutions, the saiva- 
tion of our lives and property, of our families 
and homes, of our rights and liberties, of our 
civilization itself, depends more and moro 
upon a judiciary which commands the respect 
and confidence of the masses.’

CONTRACTS FOR SUPPLIES, 


The Auler and Miller Committees of the 
Schoel Board Meet te Let Them.

Board who constitute both Mr. Miller’s and 
Dr. Auler’s Committees on Supplies met in 
the office of Supply Agent Bryant at the Poly- 
technic Building for the purpose of letting 
contracts for the ensuing year. This meeting 
and transaction of necessary business was 
brought about principally through the policy 
which Mr. Jack P. Richardson adopted when 
called upon to preside over the board meet- 


ing Tuesday night. Herefused to receive re- 
ports from ‘‘committees,’’ but insisted they 
should be submitted by directors. This 
idea was received with favor by both sides, 
and by reason of the ruling the directors came 
together to-day for the letting of con- 
tracts for supplies necessary during ede 
next term. r. Richardson certainly made

THE NEED OF EXTENSION. ' 

The need of school extension and the neg- 
lect of the board to provide any relief for 
over-crowded districts, as shown by the Post- 
DISPATCH last evening, was the subject of 
much commentin School Board circies to- 
day. As the gravity of the situation was 
demonstrated from the recommendations of 
the school authorities for further improve- 
nen the statements made cannot de- 
nied. 

Director Richardson, when asked whether 
nothing was to be done towards increasing the 
accommodations for the opening of the

It would seem from this, therefore, that 
even the directors have given up hope of get- 
ting down to business in such a manner as to 
put up at least a few additions where most 
needed. The district which will suffer most 
from the board’s failure to provide increased 
accommodations whl be the West End, which 
has bees bullding up infa most astonishing 
manner in the past year, Ex-President Jud- 
son, in his report of 1889, saw whatthe needs 
of this district were bound to be owing to the 
— ge of population from other quarters 
and urged even then the neceasity for in- 
creased school accommodations. He said: 
At date of writing this report, it is apparent 
that even with the addition of these two years, 
(1887 and 1888) the accommodations fall far 
short of the demand, andthe lenges inoreased 
enrollment of September. 1889, indicates that 
the pressure for new school facilities, partic- 
ularly, in the western portion of the city, will 
be greater than ever before. How to meet 
this demand a the future, is 
the great problem before the board. What 
bas the board done to solve tnis problem? 
They have left it unsolved, and the districts 
which needed more school buiidings than 
they had during the last school term will not 
bave any increased accommodations—or at 
least such is the prospect at present—during 
the year 1890. 

Director Walter — speaking about 
the sitaation this morning, said:
